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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Art Unit and the examiner of this application in the PTO has changed. To aid in 
correlating any papers for this application, all further correspondence regarding this application 
should be directed to Aniruddho Ray Chaudhuri, Group Art Unit 1644, Technology Center 1600. 

2. Applicant's election without traverse, of Claims 7-9 (Group II), drawn to an agent for 
preventing or treating dermatitis and/or alopecia, in the reply filed on 10/07/2004 is 
acknowledged. 

Claims 1-6, 10-1 1 (non-elected groups I and III) are withdrawn from further 
consideration under, 37 C.F.R. § 1 .142(b) as being drawn to nonelected inventions. 

Claims 7-9, are under consideration in the instant application. 

3 . The following is noted: Claims 7-9 include a recitation of "an agent comprising a 
substance that suppresses a cell". These various agents encompass antibodies as claimed, 
immunosuppressants, inhibitors of molecules (see pages 10-1 1 of the specification). These 
agents differ in structure and modes of action and have non-coextensive searches of such an 
extent that they are considered separately patentable. Therefore, the restriction will be set forth 
for each of the various groups, irrespective of the format of the claims.
